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Our Scdoum Among the BuBsians. 

To TUB Eorron or Thb Fibld:—W e have never heard 
of the existence of the Bustard, of which we were 
speaking in our last letter, here in our country; but we 
have no doubt from tbe habits of the bird, that it 
would thrive well in the prairies still further west of 
us. It remains in the southern parts of Russia until 
late in the fail, and although people speak of its i%- 
msining through the winter, we failed to get a sight of 
any, and our impression was that they had migrated to 
a more congenial part of the globe, possibly to. some 
of the ports of Asia. In some parts of the Crimea, 
whdTB the winters are rarely ever severe, they arc said 
to be seen in the winter. Their nests, usually among 
tbe high grass, arc difficult to find, and displays no pre¬ 
dilection for archiUctural skill. The eggs vary from 
two to four, and are of a pale blue color with splashes 
of brown. We once succeeded in catching a young 
one alive, and tried to rear it; but although it got on 
well for some time, and became quite a pet, soon after 
its moustache and beard began to develops, it sickened 
and died. 

There is another bird of interest here in the steppe, 
which congregates in thousands in the fall, previous to 
their departure south. These can be approached with 
comparative ease in any kind of vehicle, but on foot it 
is next to impossible to get within shot of them. We 
have driven within twenty or thirty feet of a whole 
covey of them, but never could succeed in bagging one 
with a dog. This may be on account of the good drill¬ 
ing which they get in making a defensive war with Mas¬ 
ter Reynard, who scours the steppe. This bird is 
called the Florakim, and sometimes also the small bus¬ 
tard; by tbe Russians it is called Stryepet. It is much 
smaller than the bbstard, being in bulk about equal to 
the Guinea fowl, or a little larger. Their plumage 
without being luxurious, presents a graceful blending 
of colors. The cock bird is decorated with two charm¬ 
ing necklaces, the upper, the most distinct, beginning 
about midway in the back of the neck, and falling 
down giacefullyjan the upper ]^rt of the breast. The 
second one is 1% distinctly marked, but we have no 
doubt that theyteth play an part in the 

drama of courtsmp among this species of the feathery 
tribe 

The flesh of this bird is very inferior to that of tbe 
bustard. 

Another species of game which affords more real 
sport than any other bird in the country, is the part¬ 
ridge. These graceful and nimble birds are very nu 
merous in all parts of southern Russia, and betray no 
tendency whatever to migrate in the winter. Their 
sharp hazel eye, their rapid and graceful movements, 
would be almost sufficient to disarm, the sportsman, 
were they bold enough to.dlsplay their beauties in his 
presence. It is very rare, however, that one can get a 
sight of them before their whirring flight strikes his 
ear. - Bo sudden is this noise, that the tyro is obliged to 
hear It several times before he can sufficiently com¬ 
mand bis nerves to take action in time. But as soon 
as-he has made their acquaintance, he can with a good 
dog easily bag his fiO or M of an afternoon. At mid 


day, when the sun is high and hot, they lie so hard 
that without a dog one may walk over them nucl not 
find them; we have ourselves fouiul them fly out from | 
our feet, and been well taken aback by their sudden i 
and unexpected whirr. Wc remember on one occasion I 
going down into a kind of ravine, our dog was sick that | 
day and kept at home, and wc bad bunted about among 
the low brush wood, which had succeeded in planting 
itself there as the pioneer of something more respect¬ 
able in the way of hedges or trees, for a long time with 
little success; when, as Ibougli by an accepted signal, 
a covey of at least a hundred flew up so suddenly that 
for a time wc were totally unarmed When thus <li.s- 
turbed during the midday sun, they seldom fly any 
great distance, but freriuenlly separate for a time; soon 
again as though by preconcerted arrangcmcnl, if not fi.d- 
lowed too closely, to lesseinble again to count those who 
must have fallen in battle. They are exceedingly at¬ 
tached to favorite rendezvous, so much so that unless 
too frequently molested they may be found in llie same 
place week after week. Their grcnie.st enemy is the 
eagle of the steppe, which swoops down iqion them, 
but owing to their agile movements this king of birds 
has to work hard before he cun obtain his dainty dish. 

The duck and geese shooting, at any rate, in the part 
where I was located, was not of much importance, on 
account of the scarcity of water there and the exposed 
nature of tbe country, it being next to impossible to 
come upon them without being seen. 

The rabbit does not exist there; at any rate we failed 
to see any; but the hare is abundant. The color of 
of the hare in the south is of a grayish brown, with 
black tips on the ears, but in the north there is a va¬ 
riety that is perfectly white. The peasants say that 
previous to a cold winter, the brown hares also become 
whitish, but this did not conespond with our experience. 
We remember one occasion bunting on horse-back one 
of these timid creatures with two pairs of bounds. 
After having chased him for several miles, and he be¬ 
gan to double on his track very often, a sure sign that 
he was ntting vep' tired, a strong, brown eagle 
swooped Awn upoh him, and carried him off almost 
from the very jawtnf the dogs, and left us jmwerless 
and bootl^. 

One exciting sport which could not, however, be in¬ 
dulged in more than about twice during the fall, in the 
way in which we did it, was fox hunting. Tell in not 
in Oath, and publish it not in the streets of Ascalon, 
that this was usually the occupation of a Sunday morn¬ 
ing. Our plan of campaign was as follows: We en¬ 
gaged our men a little time before, and plenty of' them 
could be had for about thirty cents a day, and a little 
black bread and whiskey, to assist us in hunting up the 
game. We choee as our kind of corral a ravine which 
was well set with rushes and short brush woo<l. Early 
in the memlng some ten or twelve of these beaters 
were sent by a circuitous route to the head of the ra¬ 
vine, whilst a couple of others rode out into the steppe 
for a few miles on either side of the ravine, so as to di¬ 
rect the hitherto undecided steps of Master Reynard to 
seek his day,8 rest in the cool ravine. Then the two 
horsemen, as soon as they neared the head of the ra¬ 
vine, were provided with a pair of dogs each, and were 


directed to keep constantly a little ahead of the beat- 
rr.s; and in en.se of a fox starting from the covert, drive 
him haek, if possible, or catch him with the dogs. 
The gnus were located on the skirts of the high reeds 
and brusli wood in order to welcome the fox as he was 
disturbed by iiio beaters. Section after section of the 
ravine was taken in this way, the huntsmen shouting 
themselves hoarse from behind, the guns firing in front, 
occasionally a bold fox striking out, and enlivening 
the horseman and dogs on the Hanks. Of course, the 
understanding was on these occasions to take nothing 
but Master Reynard, and on one occasion we succeeded 
in ca| luring in this way 16 foxes in one day. 

The wolf is also pretty numerous in the south of Rus¬ 
sia. and one occasion wc had the opportunity of shoot¬ 
ing otic as he went unwarily to slack his thirst at a 
p<md somewhat secluded, abeut midday. It is rare, 
liowevcr, that they are met with. They prowl around 
the farm yards in the severe weather, but as soon as 
they approach, the dogs begin to howl, which seems to 
keep them at a respectable distance. The horses are 
exceedingly afraid of them. On one occasion when 
sleigh driving, we came within ten or twelve hundred 
yards of three of them, and the horses became so rest¬ 
ive, that it was only with difficulty that the driver could 
hold them. 

There are certain birds that are held by the Russians 
in great veneration, among them are the pigeons and 
the storks. Few will shoot the pigeons, and still few¬ 
er will eat them. The stork, however, is held in great¬ 
er esteem by the peasants; perhaps this in return for 
the service it does in destroying the snakes and other 
reptiles of the neighborhood. The houses of the peas¬ 
ants present no architectural ingenuity, being merely 
plastered up with mud, the roof being frequently cov¬ 
ered in a similar Tttauncr. Hometimes, however, it is 
thatched. Wel^ the stork on his return from his win¬ 
ter visit to some more congenial clime, alights on one 
of his long legs on the ridge of one of these low houses, 
and is the harbinger of good luck to the inhabitants. 
There on the ridge of the roof it builds its nest. The 
bird remains in its first chosen place through the whole 
.season without any molestation, no one venturing to 
touch an egg or otherwise disturb its sanctuary. When 
it chooses, as is frequently the case, some solitary 
shepherd’s dwelling, standing on one of its long, slen¬ 
der legs, with its head, beak and body so attenuated 
as though each particle of its bbdy tried to get as far 
removed from the other as possible, and thus perched 
on a solitary hut, without any vestige of ornament, in 
an open steepo almost as flat as a dead calm sen. It 
may well lib token its a fitting emblem of solitude. 

There is one other little creature, Mr. Editor, that 1 
will refer to before cloeing my letter to you this week. 
This creature is the more Interesting, as it is said to 
have been a curious little present, brought over by 
some one years ago from our own country. I mean the 
ground squirrel. These little animals propagate so 
rapidly, and in a dry season get such complete posses¬ 
sion of the steppe as to almost dispute the right of pro¬ 
prietorship with the holder of the title deed. Riding 
along the highway of a sunny day, we see them frisk¬ 
ing about, and at the least indication of danger start- 
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ing off to tbeir burrows with lightning rapidity. Then 
putting^ their heeds again above the surface, cautiously 
elevating themselves, and then standing on their hind 
legs to command the most extensive view possible,- they 
give a shrill cry to their comrades saying the danger is 
past, and out they come again to frollick as before. 
They increase very rapidly, in this respect, we think, 
contparing well with the rat or the rabbit. But they 
also have their days of bereavement to chronicle in 
their history, for sometimes in a wet season they are 
carried off by the hundreds and thousands. You will 
scarcely credit me when 1 tell you that four years ago, 
the proprietor of the estate where 1 was staying antic¬ 
ipated a dry season, and a great increase of these Ava- 
raskie, as they call them, offered the peasants two co¬ 
pecks, about a cent and a half, for every skin they 
should bring, only limiting them to a certain area near 
the wheat quarters. Soon all the water casks and 
buckets were in demand, and in about a fortnight 30,- 
000 skins had been counted up and paid for. The 
price given was now reduced one half, l)ut still they 
were brought in night after night, and at about the end 
of three weeks, the number had exceeded 85,000. 
These were all captured by pouring water into their 
burrows, and that too within a comparatively small 
area of one man’s estate; and according to their account 
the whole was the progeny of a single pair brought over 
from these proliBc States of America. Moral; despise 
not the day of small things.

A Short Sermon on the Horse. 


BY THE AOTHOK OT “FTVE DAYS A POUTICIAN.” 

In First Kings, 4th chapter, 28th and 80th verses, you 
will find these words, “And ^lomon had 40,000 horses 
and 12,000 horsemen, and Soloman’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the east country, and 
the wisdom of Egypt." So that I need quote no 
higher authority surely than the Bible to show the pro¬ 
priety of saying a few words about the horse and horse 
amusements, as he relates to our time as well as to 
times past. 

Solomon had only 700 wives and nearly sixty times as 
many horses, and was the wisest of his, or any other 
age, for that matter. The truth about Solomon is, that 
he was fonder of the horse than he was of his wives, 
for his stable was supplied with 40,'000 horses and 12,- 
000 chariots, and as many horsemen to manage and 
care for them. 

In the Bible we read of the chariots of fire and horses 
of fire, that were sent from heaven to carry Elijah to 
glory. So I reason that they must have the horse up 
there also. The Bible contains a number of passages 
showing that the horse, in intelligence and usefulness, 
is only second to man himself, and from Solomon down 
to this age, the love of the horse has kept rapid pace 
with the intelligence of the age. No barbarous nation 
ever had horses. The American Indian had no horses 
until the Spaniards introduced - him through Cortes in 
the 16th century. 

Rome was populated directly from the race track. 
Romulus, as is well known to all history readers', deter¬ 
mined to populate his then batchelur city, and so built. 
Just out side the walls of Rome, a race track, and 
enclosed It with strong walls and invited all the Sabine 
nation to come and witness the fun. When the races 
were at their height, the batchelors from the city 
rushed in and carried away all the maidens and young 
married women they could lay hands qn, and closed 
the gates against their former protectors; married the 
women, and from that marriage came the greatest peo¬ 
ple of that age. 

Maidens arc too plenty now-a-days for a repetition of 
this, but it was a necessity than. 

The horse of England occupies the attention of every 
session of parlimcnt that convenes. He is legislated 
upon Just as are the finances and other matters, and so 
it will be with us before long, and should he now, to 
prevent his being abused,and to regulate the race track. 

The horse of the methodist preacher is recollected by 
all of us. How could-- the preachers of early 
times have filled their engagements without him. I 
have distinct recollections of ours. He was old—he 
was poor—(he carried a poor prtaeher )—he was docile 
—he would nof kick —he boarded around—be was weath¬ 
er boarded and the boards (his ribs) from exposure to 
sun shrunk and let the cold in to his inner house, and 
as he stood hitched to the country school house wait¬ 
ing for the preacher to finish his brief exhortation he 
shivered and neighed pitifully for the sermon to close, 
but all to no effect. The sinners Inside must be exhort¬ 
ed even if the noble animal without perished. 
Finally ho went blind, and stumbled along the rough 
roads of the Ohio circuit. The people from some cause 


did not pay the preacher very well, henoe he could not 
buy another. Boone night (it was very dark) the 
preacher traded him off for a horse with eyea th«t oonld. 
see. There was no preaching at the school house the 
next day. Father concluded to go oq to the next place 
and not stop; he was not afraid to ride after night. 

That the horse is a health giver is now beyond cavil. 
The ammonia from the stable is by all medical men pro¬ 
nounced the best possible cure for pulmonary and bron¬ 
chial troubles. Some high Medical authority has shown 
beyond doubt, that the horse is a powerful magnetlser, 
full of electricity, and when under motion communi¬ 
cates this to the driver through the lines, and when 
under high speed this is communicated in great quan¬ 
tities. I have felt It myself often, but dared not men¬ 
tion it until I saw it in the books, as I Would net be 
authority. One thing is certain, there is nothing that 
a head of a family can provide for himself or his little 
ones m a city like ours that produces so much hapiness, 
comfort and pleasure as the horse.

t By referring to those that were ibere,and the Chicago 
papers, any one can tell how the* novelty suited the 
people. 

It is a well-known fact that the race course and fair 
grounds of this country are established institutions. I 
read that there are a less number of mctbodlsts in New 
York than there were ten years ago, but thcra are more 
racetracks and people attend them more than ever before. 
Ito not know as such is the case here, for I have learned 
since the matinee at Dexter Park, that I was charged 
four times the price the managers usually charge for a 
scrub race on a Saturday afternoon. But I venture the 
assertion that there was a better class of people there 
that day than are usually at a race. Perhaps 1 ought 
to say a few words as to what Gretna-Qreen means. 
Simply this: 

' The laws of England for a long time compelled the 
publication of marriage bans, in presence of priests 
with consent of parents before a marriage 
was legal. Scottish law did not. So for years 
and years the young of England rushed to a 
famous blacksmith who lived at Gretna-Oceen, Just 
over the line from England, in a four-in-hand, kept for 
that purpose, and many was the hot chase between the 
old and young folks, but as the story goes, the 
young were never caught, and the same four-in-hand 
that led in the race for the blacksmith shop, brought 
back old folks and young folks all reconciled, while 
the villagers applauded and the marriage bells chimed 
to the woild, sweet reconcilliation. This we attempted 
to represent crudely at first, better the second time. 
Now the scene is dramatized and can be produced by 
any management of a county fair or race track, with 
success and profit. I have faith in the better class of 
people encouraging this kind of out door amusement. 
The health and happiness of our people depend upon 
their vacating as often as possible tbeir close homes 
and oflSces, and seeking recreation in the “Fresh air 
of Heaven" with healthy diversion.

Part second is of a personal nature. Most ef- the 
readers of The Field, I presume, have either read or 
heard something about the production of the Historical 
Gretna Green, Elopement Scene at the Bllnois 
State Fair, and at Dexter Park, something over one 
year ago. So much has been said both pro and eon 
about this, I have been advised to endeavor to set my 
self light on this business. 

The history of the affair is about as follows:

Upon this I at once commenced to get ready, and 
my horses were on the ground in time. On Thursday 
I was sent for to bring forth my four in band. I drove 
on the track to find bitched up against me four trotting 
horses from the celebrated stud of our well-known 
breeder, Mr. Wadsworth, and to hear pronounced from 
the Judge’s stand that the test would be “best two in 
three mile heats.’’ To this I mildly protested, for until 
that moment I supposed 1 was at a fair. Did not know 
it was a race. In fact, the Ill. State^ Fair hjive for 
years publicly announced that their should be no racing 
at tbeir fairs. Give me ten minutes, however, to 
change my leaders, and I will trot with Mr. Words¬ 
worth or anybody else for that matter. No, time is 
up, said the Judges. Go ahead, and go we did, 1 
keeping up for three quarters of the way round and 
then stoped and walked to the score. First premium 
to Mr. Wadsworth and his four trotters, native and to 
the manor borne. Second, to your subscriber and hia 
plugs picked up on the street of Chicago, which was 
right, speed being the test. But you will notice nothing 
about opted in the premium list. Be, as I lay on the 
straw of the stable, that afternoon, I got a thinking, 
no chance for your plugs in the six in hand to-morrow, 
and I obtained control of the track for a half hour for my 
own show. ’The over-land stage line and the Historic^ 
Gretna-Green Elopement and Marriage Scene, and did 
not compete for the first premium at ali. 

Friday I made my fint appearance, as the show 


The Fastest Mile on Record. 

The Lexington Press, of Friday, gives the follow¬ 
ing account of the remarkable time made by the 
colt “Searcher,” at the Association Course, of that 
city: 

The first race on the programme was a selling 
race, mile heats, for a purse of gaOO, the race to be 
run under the following conditions: 

Horses to sell for91,6U0, to carry proper weights; 
to sell for fLOdO, allowed five pounds; to sell for 
#760, allowed seven pounds; to sell for#600,allowed 
ten pounds; winner to besoldatauctionlmmediate- 
ly after the race, and any excess over the price at 
which he was entered to be sold, to be given to the 
second race. 

The entries for the race were as follows: 

Jas. A. Grlnsteairs g. g. Light Coin,3 yi-s. old, by 
Lightning; dam Sequin, by Imp. Eclipse. To be sold 
for voOO. 

Keene Richards’ ch. f. Misiortune, 4 years old, 
by Gilroy: dam Mishap, by imp. Knight of St. 
George. 'To be sold for #660. 

Robinson, Morgan & Co.’s (J. B. Rode’s) b. c. 
Se&r(^er, 3 years old, by £aquirer: dam by Imp, 
Bonnie Scotland. 'To be sold for #1,600. 

Under the conditions of the race. Searcher caiTied 
90 pounds. Misfortune 94 pounds, and Light Coin 77 
pounds. 

Se^er was largely the favorite in the pools, sel¬ 
ling for #106, while Misfortune brought #66. and 
Light Coin #20, ° 

When all was in readiness for the race—the Judges 
and timers in their places and the riders up the 
Ue horses made ready for the start. The favorite 
having gone up the stretch a piece, came down the 
line in a run. As he passed the others he Jumped 
out in a run, and immediately the drum was tapped, 
and off they went. The favorite went at a terrific 
rate round the turn, leading Misfortune by several 
lengths, and leaving Light Coin far behind. He 
never slacked pace, but under a steady pull bore 
sway past the first quarter pole and down tlie back 
stretch, bis Jockey being unable to check him in his 
mad career. 'The first half-mile pole was passed in 
torty-eight and a half seconds. Going up the hill 
he increased bis lead under a steady .pull, and com¬ 
ing down the homestretch ho seemed to slacken pace, 
though running at a terrific rate. Observing this, 
the spectators shouted “Go on, go on.” 'The jockey 
looked back to see whei'e the other horses were, 
while the crowd 8bouted,“Shut’em out,Bhut’emout.” 
Then the jo^ey gave Searcher the rein, and he came 
on ahead gallantly, passing under the string lust in 
time to shut out Misfortune, who was coming along 
gallantly under the whip and spur, and In another 
jump or two would have saved her distance. Light 
^In was away back, loitering by the wayside.

MCt of the case. Me. Rhodes protested against the 
Mie of bis horse. To settle the matter a meeting of 
the club was at once called, aud it was decided that 
while the terms of the race and of the sale were a 
foutract, still, as there was no second horse, accord- 
lug to the contract the association had no right to 
the money that would have otherwise gone to the 
second horse. Searcher was then put up for sale, 
and some peraons anxious to get possession of him 
ran the price up to $B,000, at which Mr. Robert W. 
Wooley bought In the horse for the owner, Mr. J. B. 
Rhodes. Searcher is a very dne bay colt, standing 
llfteeu hands and two and-a-half inches high, with 
plenty of growtii yet. He Is very long In the body 
and lias a wonderful stride when In action. The 
time made, is for one mile, the fastest on 

record, the fastest p^revious to It being that made by 
Gray Planet at Saratoga last August, running 
agaiiuit time In 1:42}. Alarm had made It previous¬ 
ly a quarter of a second slower. Mr. Rhodes, the 
owner of Searclier, has also the dam and a fhll broth¬ 
er and half sister to the now noted racer. 


The Sambiir. 

The Sambur or Rusa deer {Buta Arittotelii), which 
is found in most of the large Jungles surrounding the 
bill ranges throughout India, is considerably larger than 
the Scotch red deer, and more powerfully built. A fuU- 

S rowD stag averages from 14 to 16 hands at the shoul- 
er.and bis hind quarters are as well shaped as those of 
a high-caste arab, whereas the Scotch red deer general¬ 
ly falls off low behind, and is more or less cat-bammed. 
The bead is beautifully formed, the forehead being 
broad and massive, whilst the line of the face is straight 
and the muzzle very fine. The eyes are very large and 
beautiful, being fringed with long black eyelashes, and 
the suborbital sinus—which is very conspicuous—ex¬ 
pands greatly when the animal is excited. The horns 
of the sambur vary very much in their development,ac- 
cording to the district in which they are found, some 
being long and slender, whilst others are massive and 
short. Tne horns are rather upright, having two short 
brow antlers only, and at three years old two points at 
the extremities oi each beam. Mmetlmes the inner, 
and sometimes the outer tine of the terminal fork will 
be feuod the longer-, and occasionally, but rarely, three 
tines are seen at the summit of the beam. The horns 
of a mature stag average 85 inches in length from base 
to tip, having a circumference of 11 inches round the 
burr at the base, and 8 inches at the thinnest part of 
the beam; but I have seen antlers which greatly exceed¬ 
ed these dimensions. The color varies slightly, but is 
usually of very dark slate mingled with ^rey, nearly 
black about the face and points, and a light buff be¬ 
tween the haunches and underneath. The hair immed¬ 
iately next to the jaw is longer than any other part of 
the neck, and when the animal is alarmed or excited it 
stands on end and forms a kind of ruff', sometimes call¬ 
ed the mane. The hinds are smaller than the stags, and 
of a lighter color; and both sexes have canine teeth in 
the upper jaw. 

The horns vary in size, according to the age of the 
animal, and, until the stag gets in the "sere and yellow 
leaf,” are cast annually; not, however, always at the 
same time, for one generally drops a day or two after 
the other. The new horns attain their full growth in 
about three months, appearing about a week after the 
old ones are shed, and are covered with a thick leaden- 
colored skin or velvet, which after a time peels off. At 
this period the horns are very sensitive, and the stags 
avoid bringing them into collision with any substance. 
Old stags shed their horns very irregularly. Captain 
Forsyth saysi 

“I have taken much pains to assure myself of a fact 
of which 1 am now perfectly oonvlnced—namely, that 
neither in the case of the sambur nor the sratted deer 
(both belon^g to the Asiatic group of Rasinm, as dis¬ 
tinguished from the Cervldee, or true stags) are the an¬ 
tlers regularly shed eveir year in these Central Indian 
forests, as is the case with the cervldss in cold climates. 
No native sbekarry who is engaged all his life In the 
pursuit of these animals will allow such to be the case, 
and all sportsmen out at that season must have seen 
stags with full-grown horns during the hot weather and 
rains when they are supposed to have shed them. 
Hornless-head stags are seen at that season; but the 
great majority have perfect heads. I have also known 
certain stags for successive years always about the 
same locality, which I have repeatedly st^ed at Inter- 
valls during this time along with natives who constant¬ 
ly saw them, so that I could not be mistaken as to the 
individual, and all the time they never once dropped 
their horns.” 

Old stags remain solitary, except during the rutting 
season, in October and November, the younger harts 
onlv remaining with the herd. Daring this period they 
are extremely vicioue, and may be heard roaring all 
over the forest, calling and answering each otner. 
other. When they meet they engage in savage con- 
^®“i*6lve8 on thmr hind legs, sparring 
with their fore-feet and buttli^ each other with their 
u^rs, unni one fwls himself worsted and leaves the 
herd, the hinds, who generally watch the engagement 
with the utmost nonchalance, bestowing their favor on 
the conqueror,

ductSa more especially the flower of the mom wild 
figs, the fruit of the cturonjl, the bher, and many other 
trees, tbejoets of young trees, and herbage of dWerent 
kinds. When the vUlsgers’ crops era green they issue 
forth at ni^t and commit ^at devastation, idbbUng 
close off oU the tender yoong shoots; but at bieokcff 


day Uiey retire Into the forest, or Ugh op the hills, 
where they make forms In the long grass sm lay down 


fer the day. Bach animal makes its form under the 
shade of a nee, and they have the discrimination to se¬ 
lect a spot where the deepest shade falls during the hot¬ 
test honn of the day. In some secluded places hun¬ 
dreds of forms may be found on a hillside, each of 
which will be shaded during the intense heatof the day. 
by the foliage of a sbelterii^ tree. The form of an old 
stag la jnnerally apart fron; those of the binds, from 
which it may be readily distinguished by Its superior 
size. When lying down for the day In their forms sam¬ 
bur will frequently allow the sportsman to approach 
quite close without getting up, trusting to the high 
mss concealing their presence. A somewhat curious 
incident exee^Ufylng this, occurred on the Annamullal 
HUls, where Burton and I bad three months glorious 
sport. We were crossing a greasy plateau, some five 
or six thoueand feet above the plains, when we came to 
the crest of the bill, and a fine old stag suddenly ap- 
Mared to rise from the ground right in front of me. 
He had evidently only Just awoke from deep slumber, 
and was unsuspicious of danger in bis mountain fast¬ 
ness; fer instead of bounding away in an instant, as he 
would have done if aiarmeu, be oegan to stretch him¬ 
self, and I rolled him over with a bullet in tbe back of 
the head. Hardly had I fired than the clattering of 
hoofs was beard along the hlll-alde, and I think quite a 
hundred sambur started from their forms in tbe high 
grass. Burton killed a fine hart, as well as a young 
hind, as they tore over the crest of tbe hill post hnn,but 
I refrained from flri^, as I saw no other good heads 
pass within shot. Inever, either before or since, saw 
so larn a herd together. 

HamDur, like every other kind of deer, are exceeding¬ 
ly fond of salt, and herd will frequently travel a score 
of miles during the night to get to a salt-lick, as a 
iheel in which saline incrustations are foubd, is called 
in India. Tbe native shekarries, who are aware of this 
fact, secrete themselves near such places, and often 
kill bison and various kinds of deer during the night 
with their matchlocks. This, however, is rank poach¬ 
ing, and should be discouraged as much as possiole, as 
for one animal that is killed and bagged, half a dozen 
go away wounded and die a lingering death. There is 
scarcely a spot I know of that affords a tnft sportsman 
more pleasure than sambui^stalklng, when the hunter, 
accompanied with a cduple of native scouts who know 
their haunts, and bis dog, gets on trail soon after day¬ 
break, whilst the herbage still glistens with dew-drops, 
and when every footprint made the previous night is 
clear and sharp, and follows up his game by the slots 
until he steals umu his quarry in his day retreat and 
kills him fairly m his own domain. This is real sport; 
and a stag killed in this manner gives infinitely more 
satisfaction than a half a score slaughtered in a drive 
or from an ambuscade. 

A thoroughly-broken dog is extremely useful in track¬ 
ing up and brining to bay a wounded deer; but, unless 
they are perfectly well trained and know their business 
the hunter had better leave them at home. Whilst in 
South India I had a large nondescript kind of dog—a 
cross bettreen an English foxhound and a Bhinjarry 
greyhound—that was perfectly aufait at every kind of 
sport, and in the jungle he rarely left my heel, except 
when trailing up a wounded animal. When he was 
with me I rarely lost a wounded deer, as he generally 
managed to keep them at bay until 1 came up and dis¬ 
patched them. Bis instinct was perfectly wonderful; 
for whilst on trail he would remain as silent os the 
grave, but when tbe stag was at bay bis deep, hoarse 
bark resounded througb the forest and guided me to 
the quarry. In some districts sambur are driven by a 
long line of beaters past the sportsmen posted in am¬ 
buscade ; but, although by ibis arrangement a good 
bag is often made, if it is often repeated tbe country 
becomes disturbed and the game gets very wild. 

Sporting Notes ffoni South Bend, Ind. 

Mr. Editor:— The Union Club of South Bend, 
comprising a memberehip of twenty-one, was organ¬ 
ized for the purpose of educating the nierobers in 
the Science of Natural History (a.most fascinating 
study) to educate public opinion In the direction of 
the coming science offish culture, and enacting and 
enforcing of proper game and flsli laws. These sub¬ 
jects are now coming prominently before tbe public 
and occupying the attention of some of the best 
minds in the country. Since tlie Union Club was 
organized many State associations and even a Na¬ 
tional organization has sprung into existence, all 
having In view the preservation of game, birds, and 
animals of Indiana, as an Instance of the necessity 
of game laws might be mentioned the extermination 
which has been going on for years In our midst of 
that noble little game bird, the woodcock. Slaugh¬ 
tered In seoshn, and out of season, and before the 
birds are grown and able to take care of themselves, 
they will soon disappear entirely. Michigan does 
things better than this, and our proximity to that 
State probably accounts for what few birds are oc- 
oaslorally found here. 

The Union Club prepared with care, and present¬ 
ed to our legislature a bill which covered all tbe 
game of theBtate, but It shared the fate of many 
other good measures, lacking three votes of passing 
the Senate. A literary leature has lately been in¬ 
troduced in the olob which has proved of so much 
Interest that it will undoubtedly be continued until 
the whole field of Natural History has been exhaus¬ 
ted. A member Is selected at each meeting to read 
. a paper on some subject connected with the club’s 
infasTon. Among the papers alroady'presented, read 
and filed in the archives of the club, was one from 
Jacob Srayer, of “Orain Drill” fame, on the “Deer 
and its Habits.” The paper was entirely original. 
The Acts stated, having been gathered from hla own 
experience, were new to most of the members, and 
Interostlhg to all. The member Aom the “Cross 
Roads” read a paper on the “Quail," and, of ronise, 


had to lug in that “nine straight” and claim the 
championship as usual. As he can’t be champion In 
Rnythlng else, the club seems disposed to humor his 
mild form of lunacy, E. P. ritanfleld read a very 
carefully prepared article on “Wing Feathers,” and 
practically Illustrated his subject with ageen-wlng- 
ed teal. He brought out many InterestlDg facts new 
to amatenrs, among wlllch was: that all birds have 
either 9 or 10 large wing feathers—never more or 
less than these numbers,- and the species of the bird 
is to some extent determined by the number. J. 
W. Camper entertained tbe club for one evening 
with a selected article on “Breech Loaders." W. 
H. Lnngley’s paper on the Pinnated Grouse or Prai¬ 
rie Chicken, snowed care in Its preparation. The 

S ecullar habits of this fine bird were Intelligently 
escribed, as Mr. Longley's experience enabled him 
to state the facts from personal knowledge. Prof. 
D. A. Ewing is down for an article on the “Wild 
Turkey,” and at the next meeting Jacob Wolvertoii 
will discourse on the “Wild Duck.” 

The club holds weekly meetings and yet such is the 
interest manifested that a quorum is always present. 
Tbeinitation feels only ten (10) dollars and yearly dues 
$6. This fund has been judiciously expended in fur¬ 
nishing and beautifying toe club room. Lovers of tbe 
rod and gun arc welcome at our meetings every Wed¬ 
nesday night. It is hoped at some future day that tbe 
club will be able to establish a museum oi Natural 
History that will do credit to our city. Piueon-shoot- 
ing as a pastime and for practice is indulgeain as oc¬ 
casion affords. J. W. Camper now holds the Club 
Medal and it bids fair to become his private property, 
'tbo it is understood that H. Buzby, toe Presiaent, aou 
others are lo traiolng for it. 

A Brave Squirrel. 

Tbe recent igoomloious defeat of a ferocious young 
lioness by an humble and ugly donkey in our Zoological 
Garden has a curious parallel in tbe result of a deadly 
combat Wednesday evening between a large diamond 
rattlesnake and a little squurel during the snake exhi¬ 
bition over the Rhine, at 523 Vine street. This snake 
was one of the largest of its species, six feet and a half 
in length, and having been without food for months 
was inclined to act on the offensive-, tbe squirrel was in¬ 
experienced in serpent warfare, but wonderfully plucky. 
On the whole, we are inclined to consider the poor little 
squirrel as having distinguished himself even more 
than the brave donk^, whose prowess has been ably 
memorialized in marble by a Cmcinnati sculptor. Tbe 
donkey barely saved bis life by a desperate struggle 
without inflicting much hurt upon bis terrible antag¬ 
onist; tbe squirrel was left alone to contend with the 
most dreaded and deadly enemy of human or animal 
life, and actually slew his antagonist. We erred in 
pronouncing the feathery-tailed little warrior dead yes¬ 
terday. He still lives, and by careful treatment might 
recover. But bis hideous enemy is dead. 

It was not known that the snake had expired until a 
late hour Wednesday night. When the squirrel had 
been placed in the cage, the slimy-shining monster im¬ 
mediately sprang his rattle and coiled to strike; while 
tbe squirrel, having taken a good look all round the 
cage, and found escape to be impossible, prepared him¬ 
self for the worst, watching his glittering-eyed enemy 
with fierce resolution. The spectacle became highly 
interesting to the spectators, for the deadly ophidian 
was contending with a far higher form of life, a finer 
organism, a more intelligentlieing than the helpless 
creature which ordinarily supplied him with food. 
Snake aud squirrel alike poised themselves for the 
spring, the tail of the former vibrating so rapidly as to 
become almost invisible, and emitting a sound like tbe 
buzz of brazen clock-work; the tail of tbe latter 
trembling slightly, very slightly, with tbe tension of 
the squirrel’s muscles. Buddently a e>ckly gleam of 
livid white shot across the c^e, and struck the squir¬ 
rel below the neck, once, twice, with the rapidity of an 
electric flash. Tbe spectators ceased to laugh and 
whispered; the sight was too horrible. But the brave 
little squirrel did not shrink or drop. He sprang for-' 
ward to meet his terrible foe and caught the wnthing 
tail between his keen teeth. There was a crackling 
sound like the crushing of chicken-bones, a hideously 
shrill hiss, an agonized wriggle through the long, speck¬ 
led body, and the next instant the squirrel was wrapped 
in the coils of tbe serpent, while the fragments or tbe 
bony rattles fell on the floor of the cage crushed into 
tiny slivers. But the squirrel still showed no fear, al¬ 
though the many colored folds tightened aliout him 
and the awful tnan^lar head approached with wide- 
open jaws and needle-sharp eyes in which the yellow 
ins-circle seemed transformed to flame. There was 
another sickly flash of white as the livid serpent-belly 
turned upwattl with tbe effort of the last venomous 
stroke. The fangs never reached the squirrel. He 
caught the speckled neck between his keen teeth an 
inch below toe deadly head with his horrible eyes; and 
the horrible eyes started out under the presure. There 
was another crackling sound, another series of ghastly 
convulsions, and the norrible fanged mouth opened 
for the last time. The squirrel shook the reptile be¬ 
tween his strong jaws until the clammy coils dropped 
from about him; and then flung the whole squirming 
mass from him. It wreathed once or twice, haif-coiled 
and lay still. It was dead. 

The squirrel immediately after becoming very sick, 
and dropped into a state oi apparant coma; thus giving 
the impression that it was dead. But it revived a little 
yesterday and may possibly recover. Certainly every 
care should be taken of it, for a braver fight has never 
been mo^ by so helpless an animal against so deadly 
an enemy. The snake will be stuffed .—Oineinnaii 
Snquirtr.

9. A teamater In Maine aaya be can start tbe worat balky hone by 
taking him out of the ebafte, and making him go round In a olrcle 
till be la giddy. If the flret dance of thla aort doea not onte him a 
aeoond vrill. 

8. To cure a balky borae, simply place yoor hand over tbe borae'a 
noee, and ahnl off hla wind until he winta to go.

Perhaps uo proof of the practical nature of modern 
science, says the New York OrapMo, Is more striking 
than the efforts of the New York Commiseioners to re¬ 
stock with edible fish our depopulated rivers. With 
admirable forethought, and in the face of great opposi 
tion, mere were dietributed last year 43 boxes of sal¬ 
mon trout eggs, three boxes of brook trout, and five, 
boxes of wlutefish, besides 181,00(1/ salmon, 1,080,800 
salmon trout, 527,000 whitefish, 240,000 California sial- 
mon, and 2,176 bass and perch. Thirty-six thousand 
young eela were deposited in Buffalo Creek with a view 
to thmr intr^uction into Lake Erie. 

These figures alone would speak for themselves to 
prove the untiring energy and perseverance with which 
our commissioners have labored. But we have in tbe 
abundance and cheapness of shad this season, of which 
6,000,000 were placed in the Hudson river lost year, a 
still more forciole proof of the practicability of replen¬ 
ishing our lakes and rivers, thereby supplying the mar¬ 
ket vnth fresh, wholesome food hitherto beyond the 
means of the poorer classes. Such a result is highly 
encourajring both to the promoters of the scheme and 
the pubuc, who desire during these months of the year 
a diet less stimulating but equally important with that 
supplied by our meat markets. And now that art and 


should not become, aa they were a century ago, reMo- 
pled with their natural denixens. The vast tracIriesB 
waste embraced Id' the region of the Adlrondacke 
might, with care and patience, be made to^eld a 
thousand fold their actual supply of food. With the 
wise limitations imposed upon sportsmen, which have 
gone far to favor the splendid results desired by tbe 
commissioners, there U scarcely a doubt that in a few 
yean game wonld become as plentiful in our State as 
It is to-day In the far west. 

Reduction In the prices of this invaluable article of 
consumption would necessarily follow; the compsrs- 
tively expensive animal food m>on which the laboring 
population depends at present for sustenance would be 
partially replaced by tbe proper wealth of our forests 
and streams and the salutary effect upon health and 
power of endurance required in the summer months— 
when excessive animal food is more or less deleterious 
to the system—would be a marked feature of tbe.prac¬ 
tical benefits to be derived from this plan.

To THE Editor op The Field: —Being confined to 
the house with a game foot, I will try to while away 
the weary hours by boring your readers—making, as 
you perceive, a double shot. 

Tbe shodting season has been over here some time. 
Tbe snipe failed to put In an appearance; and, since 
' the quail paired off, our guns have been put away. 

An attempt to get tbe Bute Legislature to pass a 
game law was unsuccessful, but 'tls hoped that it may 
succeed next term. They passed several laws, how¬ 
ever, that will be of benefit to sportsmen, and now that 
the Ice is broken, we hope for bigger things in the 
future. 

We have bad some good sport at fishing, and several 
parties have been quite successful. I have been sev¬ 
eral times, and although on many of mv excursions I 
met with tbe luck of that proverbial fisherman whose 
desire for food and dry clothing has passed Into a bye 
wold, I have had the satisfaction of capturing several 
strings of fine bass. 

I cannot say that I am fully satisfied, for whoever 
saw a flsberman that was; yet 1 have not much cause 
for complaint. In this locality, the love of “the gen¬ 
tle craft” is by no means peculiar to the sterner sex, 
and could the artist who designed the vignette which 
graces The Field visit our streams, he would often 
Me his fancy verified along their banks. On a late 
excursion, I was gratified bv seeing a boat on the creek 
containing the fair forms of two of our village belles, 
who had for the time exchauged their accustomed 
sport of gigging suckers on shore for the luring of their 
scaly brethren in the deep. Not to get out of practice, 
however, they brought a couple of enamored swains 
along, and 'twas haro to tell which suffered most, the 
boys or the fish. 

One of the boys, a young limb of ihe law, who under 
ordinary circumstances is a^iretty fair angler, became 
so much flurried, that in his ejicltement he mistook a 
snag for a fish, and with a jerk that nearly overturned 
the boat, he broke his line off at the tip, and left hook 
, and float fast moored to the bottom of the creek. You 
ought to hear him tell about “the big fish that broke 
my new silk line." 

Our fishing season ends about the middle of May or 
first of June, for at that Jime the river eels low, and 
' the baas refuse to strike at Minnows. 1 should like to 
try them with flies, if I knew the proper ones to use.

Was Mesenger a Thorougbred. 

On looking over the “Turf Register” last evening, 1 
found on page 426, vol H., an article on breeding for 
the turf, credited to “Lawrence on the Horse." The 
writer says (apparently referring to a former statement, 
which I do not flndjt 

“But 1 am by no means disposed to retract my opin¬ 
ion concerning Robinson’s Sampson. Not only did tbe 
account of the groom appear to me entitled to credit, 
but the internal evidence of the horse having had in 
him a cross of common blood is suflSciently strong by 
the appearance both of the horse himself and of his 
stock, an idea In which every sportsmen who remem¬ 
bers Engineer, Mambrino, and others, will agree with 
me. But this dip of plebeian blood, however little or 
much it might be, can scarcely be called a blot, even 
in tbe escutcheon of Sampson, sines susA aeeidtntal 
eroMU, although they are not recorded, must inevita¬ 
bly have happeneil, as well in our English as in the 
Southern breeds—and since Sampson, at light as well 
as heavy weight, beat the best bred horses of the day. 
When Sampson was led out at Malton to start for his 
first race, I have been told by a spectator, that the 
grooms made themselves merry with the idea that Mr. 
Robinson bad brought a coach horse to stai-t for the 
plate. Some of his stock were tbe best runners of their 
day, and if great sums were los' by raising them, it 
does not appear to have been justly chargeable on the 
horses. But Sampson’s blood bos always been unfash¬ 
ionable, chieflyl believe, because the stock ran to so 
large a size. We have bad a considerable number of 
instances, in former times, of horses seven-eights and 
even only three-parts bred, having running in them 
sufllcient to win fifty pound plates about the country." 

Now, your old readers may have heard this story 
before, but I think it will be new and sturtling to the 
younger generation. Mr. Wallace is solving the orimn 
of the trotter (see Trotting Register, vdl. I,, page 16), 
says: 

“But notwithstanding the indiscriminate use of the 
thoreughbred to produce trotters, we are indebted to 
tbe thoroughbred aUer all for the trotter, but his debt 
is substantially limited to a tingle family of thorough¬ 
breds, or the descendants of one single horse." And 
then follows what purports to be a pedigree of Samp¬ 
son—viz., Blaze out of the Hip mare. Spark mare. 
Snake mare and Lord D’Arcy’s Queen. Then, en page 
17, Mr. W. propounds what he calls a shadowy theory, 
namely, that Messenger’s trotting action may.have been 
i imparted by the Lister or SlraiTdling Turk, who ap¬ 
pears twice in tbe pedigree. Now, the value of thir 
theory may not be so highly estinfated if we iopk at 
the pedigree of Eclipse, for there we find three crosses 
of the Lister Turk in his sire, Marske, and two crosses 
in his dam, Spilella, making live to Sampson’s two— 
and yet nobody has ever traced trotters to Eclipse. 
That the latter was a straddler, however, wc have the 
testimony of an article in the Turf Register, page 5*27, 
as follows; “Eclipse’s hind legs were so spread in his 
gallop, that a wheelbarrow might have been driven be¬ 
tween them." On page 475, the same writer says: 
“There have been a few solitary instances of our na¬ 
tive horses turning out good racers, but these have been 
tew inileed. Sampson and Bay Malton, were, however, 
exceptions, being the best horses of their day, although 
each had a cross of vulgar blood in him." Again, in 
vol. IV., page 66, a writer says: “Bay Malton and 
Sampson were horses of the highe.st reputation in their 
day and became stallions of great popularity, yet 
neither of them sustained their reputation us sires, and 
at this day, it is said, large sums were lost triiining 
their stock; and now English breeders have abandoned 
all but thoroughbred horses of racing family, consider¬ 
ing all others a.s chance horses, and by no means safe 
toTireed from. ’ This writer. “D,” repeats himself on 
page 176 of the same volume in these words: “ Bay 
Maltou and Sampson are the only horses on record not 
thoroughbred that acquired high reputation as distance 
racers.?^ 

Now, then, who is Lawrence? If he wrote more than 
one work, as seems probable, it is apparent that, in his 
first one he expressed an opinion as to tbe sire of Rob¬ 
inson's Sampson which leads us to infer that he was 
not Blaze. It is surprising that Mr. Wallace has not 
come across this doubt and given his opinion of it long 
ere this. Certainly, it is a matter of vital importance 
to breeders to ascertain who was the common horse that 
got Sampson, if common horse he was. If he were 
Blaze, then why so much said about plebeian blood. 
Will some one who knows give us light mion the sub¬ 
ject, as it is an interesting one to all? For myself, I 
must say that I can now begin to sec why the trotting 
instinct is confined to one family of thoroughbreds! ?)

The American Rulers. 

Ours is a government founded on principles of right, 
justice and freedom, with the governing power vested 
in the will of ite citizens. It is so laid down in the 
great Magna Oharta of the country, and so prouuil- 
gated by orators during political campaigns. For the 
establishment of this system of government, our fath¬ 
ers went to war with Knglaud, and for the perpetuity 
of the same great principles, did the people of the 
North rise in indignation against the South, when that 
section of the country endeavored to rend asunder the 
Union, and found a new government on the right of 
properly inTnan. Vigorous and many were the blows 
struck, and gi-eat were the sacrifices made to preserve 
the best government ever established by mortal beings. 

It was an emergency which called forth the most gi¬ 
gantic efforts of its people, and sent a feeling of patriot¬ 
ism throughout the land that caused thousands upon 
thousands to rush to the rescue. Nothing like it was 
ever before witnessed among the people of any coun¬ 
try. 

The Americans are patriotic enough when their coun¬ 
try is attacked, but too lukewarm in matters of govern¬ 
ment. 

The people of this country may imagine, us mauy of 
them undoubtedly do, that they arc the rulers, that 
they are the law-making power, and that everything 
moves in accordance with their will. But we think 
they are laboring under a delusion. Our observation 
and experience leads us to believe that the politicians 
are the controlling spirits of this country. They wield 
the great mass of the people as it best subserves their 
purposes; and their purposes are gain and nothing 
more. Prior to and during elections, they are the moat i 
assiduous people we have. They attend all the primary I 
meetings, apjxiint themselves delegates to conventions, 
and make their own nominations. Ina word, they are the * 
manipulators of American politics, and many of them ' 
are as unscrupulous as they are bold. Their study is 
to blind the people in favor of their own aggrandize. 1 
ment. Their plans are concocted in secret cen- i 
clave, and enacted in the most harmonious and < 
apparently innocent manner, among themselves. 
They never go into a convention without knowing who 
are to be the nominees of the party with which they affll- ] 
iate. They may possibly get tripped up once in a great e 
while, but we take it for granted that such occurrences j 
are very rare. They not unfrequently exhibit t 
considerable adroitness in she arrangements and exe- t 
cutions of their schemes. They are to be classed i 
among those men who are always tiying to make a t 
living without doing anything, which U the most la- a 
^rious occupation a man can be engaged in. The world C 

is full of them, but the majority lack the necessary wit t 
to enable them to succeed with anything like moder- fl 

ate success. ,

Now, the great majority of the people of this country h 
have no voice in the matter of selecting men to repre- u 
sent them in the halls of legislation, nor in any other G 
official capacity, not even constable. They simply 1* 
cast their votes for the men put before them by the w 
politicians. True, the people can cast their voUs tl 
against these nominees if they choose, but that avails h; 
little or nothing so far as electing good men in their Si 
places. For if the strength Is taken from one party it A 
is sure to be added to the other, so that the politicians ol 


on one side or the other are bound to snooeed. Sup* 
pose, again, that a oerteln portion of the peeple refuse 
to vote for the candidates on either side, and exeroise 
their prerogative in favor of some man outside of the 
ring, they only scatter their votes and gain nothing 
thereby. There must be concentration of power or 
nothing is accomplished against thwarting the de¬ 
signs of these scheming politicians. This shows most 
conclipdtely, it seems to us, that the wiff of the people 
is not ewressed in the ballot of the country. It is the 
uill of the political wire-pullers, who form a very small 
peroentage of the voting population. 

Now the question arises. How can this evil be 
remedied? 

There Is but one way that we can see, and that is 
for the people to pay more attention to details, to 
attend primary meetings and see that good men 
are sent as delegates to the conventions held for 
making nominations. Where bogus primaries are 
lield, let the respectable people refuse to abide by 
suoli action, and meet and appoint their own men to 
represent them in convention, and then they will 
have some assurance that good and true men only 
will be placed in nomination. This donethey must 
go to the polls and vote, otherwise nothing will bo 
gained. It is the better class of our people that we 
must blame for this derilectlon of duty in not avail¬ 
ing themselves of that privilege belonging only to 
an American citizen. If they would only consider 
the importance attached to the proper and faithfhl 
exercise of that prerogative, tliey would pay more 
attention to it than they do, and be better lopresen- 
ted than tliey are. It is only by the union of their 
strength that we can hope for a better state of af¬ 
fairs. 


The Great Gun Trial of the London Field. 

The famous sporting pairer known as the London 
Held bus just conducted one of the most extensive gun 
trials on record. In order to make the trial in every 
way above boaid and thorough, they have spared neither 
expense nor labor. This trial is the more laudable, as 
no entrance fee. was made, and The Field taking upon 
itself the whole of the charges, ns well as furnishing 
handsome prizes for the best contestants. Some idea 
may be formed of the extent of this trial, when we say 
that the icsults tilled two pages of closely printed 
figures of that large and inimitable sporting paper. In 
the contest they used more than a ton and a half. of 
brown paper in the pads employed for penetration, and 
four and one half cwt. of printing paper. We cannot 
give anything like an adequate synopsis of the general 
work which this involved; suffice it to say that Mr. W. 
W. Greener, of Birmingham, carried off three of the 
classes, and Mr. Turner one. Mr. Davidson's guns re¬ 
ceived honorable mention as following close on the 
heels of the winners of classes 3 and 3. One remark¬ 
able feature about these guns, which The Field thinks 
is destined to put the old make hore de combat, is that 
the bore at the muzzle is diminished in diameter, the 
dia.inution varying from fifteen thousandths to thirty- 
five thousandths of an inch, and in Mr. Turner’s mod¬ 
ification of the “choke bore,” as they are called, as 
great as five thousandths of an inch. 

The same liberal spirit is to be extended to a further 
trial for "wear and tear" in which the various merits of 
the laminated steel barrels is to be measured with the 
Damascus. We cannot speak too highly of this trial; 
it was evidently conducted altogether free from party 
interest, with a sincere desire to find out merit where 
ever it existed. 


Since Gen. Sherman’s “Diary of the War” became 
public, there has been conlderable squirming among 
Mveral military notables,because of the unpalatable 
facte which “Old Tecumeeh” has deemed it his duty 
to state in good plain English. That he aims to 
tell the truth, will be accorded by all impartial 
minds, and thereby has opened the eyes of many by 
the new revelations which he has made. Thous¬ 
ands have been laboring under the delusive idea that 
Gen. Grant was the originator of Sherman’s “March 
to the Sea;” but the latter general tells us that he 
first broached that idea to the gentleman who lives 
in the “White House;" and it failed to meet with 
his approval at first. The plan was flnaUy agreed 
upon, however, after considerable discussion, and 
Gen. Sherman allowed to carry It out. The result 
is famlllir to all. It was the masterstroke of the 
war. Gen. Sherman may be a little hasty in stating 
that the idea of that movement originated with 
him, for if our information is correct, Gen. Winfield 
Scott proposed the “Anaconda” plan as early as 
.^ril, 1861, at Washington. In the presence of the

command, thought the “old man’s” plan ohemerical 
and Impossible of execution. It is probable that 
the young man was not equal to the emergency; in 
** fact, we think this was ftiUy demonstrated after- 
wards. It required a man of Sherman’s skill to cai^ 
* ry the plan to a suooessfiil execution, and the ooun- 
'® try t^ill over hold him in dear remembrance for the 
^ great service he rendered her.
